The following is an abbreviated history of my Orr ancestors. 

My Great-grandfather William Orr was born in Derry Co., Ireland and came to Canada either in the late 1820s 
or the early 1830s. Supposedly he was of English parentage, but that has yet to be proven. It is known, 
however, that he was a “free” Presbyterian and he is so listed along with his wife Harriet and their children 
in the 1851 Canada West (Ontario) Census. In 1836 William Orr and Harriet Anderson were married in 
Prescott, Canada and the record shows that William was living in Matilda and Harriet in Edwardsburg at that 
time. William and Harriet left Canada for New York state shortly after their marriage and' it was there that 
their oldest child, Catherine Urania, was born in Lisbon in Dec. 1837. However, the family moved back to 
Canada a short time later and settled close to Harriet’s Anderson family near Edwardsburg. Other than William 
became a well-to-do farmer, that he died in his home in Canada and that he is (was) buried there, I know 
little, i say “was” buried because the rubbing of the large granite monument at his gravesite was done in 
1970 and the last family member to try to visit the gravesite found that the river had washed away so much of 
the cemetery that William Orris grave had disappeared. His monument had been moved to preserve it and now 
can be found in a row of rescued gravestones at one side of the cemetery. 

Great-grandmother Harriet Ann Anderson Orr was bom to Harriet Ann “Hannah” Adams and John Anderson on 
the Anderson homestead near Edwardsburg, Grenville Co., Ontario, Canada, which lies on the banks of the St. 
Lawrence River. She spent her early girlhood at the farm and, at the age of nineteen, on 13 October 1836, she 
married William Orr. They moved to New York state where they lived a short time before returning to Canada. 
Harriet and William were the parents of ten children, all bom in Edwardsburg with the exception of the eldest, 
Catherine Urania, who was born in Lisbon, New York: Catherine Urania, Robert Elijah, Hannah Jane, Peter, 
Amelia, George Clark, William Henry, Alice Elizabeth, John Harvey (my grandfather), and Leslie Rufus. After 
William’s death (while most records say they came to Dundas in 1868) according to written records left by 
my Grandpa John Orr, Harriet continued to live in their Canadian home until 1868 when she and her children 
with the exception of Hannah moved to New York state and then moved on to Michigan and with four of her 
children, William Henry, Alice Elizabeth, John Harvey and Leslie Rufus, came in 1870 to Dundas in Rice Co., 
Minnesota, to join her eldest daughter Catherine Urania and her husband William Thomas Cleland who had come 
to Dundas in November of 1865. Harriet was one of the earliest settlers in the Dundas community where she 
remained for the rest of her life, staying in very good health until a week before her death when she 
complained of a slight difficulty in breathing. The day of her death she had eaten quite a “hearty supper” 
before retiring at her usual hour, telling her son Leslie that she was feeling “considerably better and would be 

all right in a day or two” but she died during her sleep that night. At the time of Harriet’s death, nine of her 
children were still living: John and Leslie Orr and Catherine Urania (Mrs. William T. Cleland) of Dundas; 
Alice (Mrs. Nathan S. Davenport) of Dennison, Minnesota; William Henry “Harry” Orr of Todd Co., Minnesota; 
George and Robert Orr and Amelia (Mrs. John Ferguson) of Michigan; and Hannah Jane “Jane” (Mrs. Joseph

Beyers) of Cardinal, Ontario, Canada. Her son Peter, who predeceased her, had been killed during the Civil 
War. The Civil War pension Harriet received was based on Peter’s service. 

Harriet Ann Anderson Orr was buried from The Church of the Holy Cross (Episcopal) in Dundas where two 
stained glass windows in her memory were placed on which is engraved on the lower wooden rail of the east 
window “Memoriam” and on the west window “Harriet Ann Orr.” Her obituary stated that “Mrs. Orr was an 

estimable woman who was loved and respected by all who knew her.She was one of Minnesota’s earliest 

settlers.Deceased was 81 years of age and had been long known among the younger people of the community 

by the familiar name ‘Grandma Orr.’ None knew her but to love her, and she will be greatly missed.” 

Harriet was laid to rest in Groveland Cemetery Sec. 20-4 in Dundas where the large gray granite monument 
seated on a two-tier base with “ORR” is engraved “Harriet Ann Orr Bom Sept. 18, 1817 Died May 22, 
1899." A large English-style “0” is incised above the engraving. 

One of our treasured family heirlooms is a small brass candlestick which threads together so that it can be 
assembled and reassembled to be reconfigure in many ways. It had been well used by my great-grandmother 
during her lifetime.

Old Prairieville Cemetery Unearthed Near Faribault - by Cheri Albers 

On May 22, members and guests of the Rice Co. Genealogical Society gathered for lunch and a journey to the recently unearthed Old 
Prairieville Cemetery, two miles east of Faribault on Highway 60. Pioneers came to the area in 1856, establishing a town, Prairieville, 
and a Methodist Episcopal Church with a cemetery. The resting place for more than 40 people was abandoned in the early ‘30s as 
families moved on in search of better land and opportunities, leaving behind the graves. Stone markers were laid flat and soon hidden 
from sight by soil, trees and grass. 

In 2008, the one acre site was awakened by Tim and Sue Lloyd and Friends of Old Prairieville Cemetery, to remember and honor those 
committed to the earth. Wild flowers and grasses were left to flourish where they had bloomed for decades. The cemetery, rich with 
history and echoes of the past, still awaits further restoration, current goals of the caretaking group are a Sign and an encompassing 
fence, however, funds are needed.

UPDATE ON DISPOSITION OF THE CHURCH OF THE HOLY CROSS, DUNDAS 
Because there have been many inquiries about what has happened to The Church of The Holy Cross in 
Dundas, it was felt that ft might be of interest to others as well. The parish had been assured that even 
though the church property had been sold, parishioners would still be able to hold services of baptism, 
marriage and burial from the church. However, before the deed had been recorded, the pews from the 
church were offered for sale. Upon inquiry, parishioners were told that folding chairs would be 
furnished instead of the pews. Not too long after, a sale of the rest of the furnishings was held with the 
exception of the alter stone which was returned to the Diocese of Minnesota, the record books which 
were taken to All Saints Church in Northfield, the marble memorial plaques which were left on the 
walls, and the antique pipe organ which was sold for $1 and taken to New York state to be held for sale. 
Some of the old scrapbooks and organizational books along with some of the antique altar hangings and 
the large, framed portrait of Allice Archibald Minor were placed in the custody of the Rice County 
Historical Society Museum in Faribault where copies of the birth, marriage, death and communicants 
records had been deposited, the copies of which had been made at the urging of the Historical Society. 
Eventually, even the marble plaques were removed from the walls and sold. The shell of the church 
still stands, but has had the south end of the parish hall addition removed and a large, new building 
added to it. Now the church is nearly hidden and will become more so when another large structure 
which is in the design stage is added. What has bothered us is that the church building, the graves, and 
the contents of the church were all included in the listing of items protected by being on the National 
Register of Historic Buildings although they were not consulted by the new owners of the property, nor 
did the City Council of Dundas take into consideration the historic nature of the site before granting 
building permits. It was through the efforts of Helen Albers, one of the descendants of the Cielands who 
helped build the church, and others that the graves of the Cielands and the Archibalds within their 
enclosures were saved from removal or destruction. So one of the most historic buildings and sites in 
the City of Dundas has not been preserved for future generations but has been relegated to “at one time 

there was....” with the furnishings scattered to the four winds.
